What is Host Home Care? 


Caring individuals and families are needed 
to provide Host Home services for adults 
with intellectual and developmental 
disabilities who are participants in the 
Home and Community-Based Services 
Program (HCS) with Heart of Texas Region 
MHMR Center. 


HCS Host Home Care is provided in an 
individual’s private residence for up to 
three adult participants. The Host Home 
provider is responsible for the care and 
well-being of each individual, by ensuring 
that their daily needs are met in a family 
home setting. The provider will encourage 
the development of skills in order to 
promote independence in areas such as: 


e Life skills development 

e Meal planning and preparation 

e Grocery and personal shopping 

e Grooming, eating, bathing, dressing, 


and hygiene 

e Emergency procedures and personal 
safety 

e Participation in community and leisure 
activities 


The Host Home Provider receives a monthly 
income as a contractor with the Center, in 
addition to a Room and Board payment by 
each participant (if applicable). 


A LIFETIME OF REWARDS

to be a foster care provider for intellectually disabled 
adults, | would choose “rewarding”. When | became a 
host home provider, | wanted to help those less 
fortunate than me. | didn’t realize how much they 
would give back to me.
